89 can be found as for Claim 88, and further on page 15, lines 15-17 and page 22, lines 18-25. 

The written description has been amended to correct an inadvertent error on page 37. It 
can be seen from Figure 15 that the DNA fragments identified in the Figure as pTpT, p9mer, 
p7mer and p5mer #2 were tested in an experiment described on page 37, lines 4-13. The SEQ ID 
NOs of these fragments are, respectively, pTpT: no SEQ ID NO, p9mer: SEQ ID NO:l, p7mer: 
SEQ ID NO:7 (the only p7mer described herein), and p5mer #2: SEQ ID NO:4. (p5mer #1, 
referred to in Figure 14, is identified on page 36, line 27 to page 37, line 3 as SEQ ID NO:6.) 
Thus, the SEQ ID NOs should be listed on page 37, line 5 as 1, 7 and 4. No new matter is added 
by this amendment.
